To the Commissioner: 

i The above-referenced application was filed by Express Mail on July 3, 2001 . However, 

the application was accorded a filing date of July 4, 2001 as reflected on the filing receipt (a 
copy of which is enclosed - on which the error in the filing date has been noted). 

Applicant filed a Request for Corrected Filing Receipt on May 19, 2003 (a copy of this 

request and its attachments is enclosed herewith). Applicant received a Response to Request for 

Corrected Filing Receipt noting that "A copy of the Express Mail label was not enclosed with 

your request. Petitions under 37 CFR 1.10 require a copy of the Express Mail Label to be 

submitted." It appears that Applicant's request filed on May 19, 2003, was not considered as a 
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petition under 37 CFR § 1.10 as a copy of the Express Mail Label was not included with 
Applicant's request. Applicant hereby respectfully requests that that this current petition under 
37 CFR § 1 . 10 be granted despite the omission of a copy of the Express Mail receipt from its 
July 3, 2001 filing of the above-referenced application.
